Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicants' submission filed on 4/1/2005 has been entered. 

The papers submitted on 4/1/2005 comprise a pair of signed copies of a declaration under 
37 CFR 1.132 from Dr. John T. Gray and Dr. Jeng-Shin Lee concerning data generated using one 
of the gagpol expression vectors taught in the instant application (i.e. pHDMHgpm2). The new 
declaration presents the same data originally presented in the declaration submitted by Dr. Gray 
in the papers filed on 3/17/2003. In addition, new technical matter is presented. For example, 
transfected cell clones that produced high levels of p24 were further analyzed for expression of 
HIV reverse transcriptase (RT), which is a processed product of HIV pol (e.g. page 4, 2 
paragraph of the declaration). The declaration states that in addition to expressing high levels of 
p24, a processed product of HIV pol, the chosen cell lines also express high levels of HTV RT 
(e.g. page 5, last paragraph). The new declaration also corrects an inadvertent error on the part 
of Dr. Gray in the old declaration where he indicated that the work done for the 3/17/2003 
declaration was done in his lab or under his supervision. The new declaration, signed by both 
Dr. Gray and Dr. Jeng-Shin Lee, indicates the work was done in Dr. Lee's lab or under his 
supervision. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the additional 
information presented in the declaration submitted on 4/1/2005, signed by both Dr. Gray and Dr. 
Jeng-Shin Lee, does not alter the conclusion that applicants were enabled for the packaging cells 
and methods recited in the allowed claims.
